DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Maggioni (20010020933) discloses an apparatus that relates to a display 
window (Maggioni: paragraph 0001). This apparatus comprises " a first digital 
imaging device comprising an electronically addressable flat panel display to 
display a first and second frame, the first frame being generated from source 
data of a digital source image and second digital image" (Maggioni: paragraph 
0048, wherein the projector produces the digital images), "a control unit coupled 
to the display being configured to receive video including the first and second 
frames and determine the frames" (Maggioni: figure 1, wherein the control unit is 
the computer unit), and "a film recorder to record the first and second images 
displayed on the flat panel display" (Maggioni: paragraph 0048, wherein the 
camera records the images). However, this apparatus lacks the adjustment as 
claimed. This apparatus further lacks the location specific brightness 
enhancement as claimed. A further search was conducted which failed to yield 
any prior art. Therefore, the prior art fails to teach or render obvious these 
limitations taken within the others in the claim.
